The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
piece of prior art to applicant's claims was that submitted by applicant, WIPO 99/29126 
to Joeressen. However, Joeressen fails to disclose that the conference call is 
established in the 1 st network (LPRF) and then routed, or transferred into the 2 nd 
network ( GSM/PLMN). No obvious combination of references found would have taught 
one of ordinary skill in the art to make and use applicant's apparatus as claimed.
